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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 4-12 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 08/13/2007. 
In the case when the elected species of formula (1-4) is in condition of allowance, then 
the search is further expanded to non-elected species, formulae (1-1), (1-2), (1-3) and 
(1-5): • 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ueda et al 
(5,958,609) or Sirringhaus et al of record on 1449. 

The Ueda reference discloses a polymer film (see col. 15, line 38, line 54, line 
66: col. 16, line 30; col. 14, line 44) comprising a polymer having liquid crystallinity (see 
col. 2, line 61 ; col. 4, line 26), having the claimed number average MW (see col. 14, 
lines 39-42; col. 18, line 55); and having the claimed hole mobility (see Abstract; col. 19, 
line 13; col. 20, line 44), and the claimed film thickness (see col. 15, line 39, line 55; col. 
16, line 34). 

The Sirringhaus reference discloses a method in that liquid crystalline in 
conjugated polymers can be sued to control the microstructure of the active 
semiconductor layer in solution processed polymer thin film transistors to have the 
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claimed enhanced charge carrier mobilities and the claimed film thickness (see 
Abstract, pages 406-408). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ueda 
et al (5,958,609). 

The reference discloses the claimed polymer film, as stated above. 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not 
disclose the claimed general formula (1-4) in that X represents S, O or SiRR', as in 
claim 3. 

However, the reference does disclose the variety of formula in that at least one 
formula at the top of col. 13 is included in the elected species in that X can be Nitrogen 
and the attached groups R64 and R65 can form the claimed D or E ring. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select 
the nitrogen to replace the claimed hetero atom, based on the functionality, and the 
repeating Unit from the reference within the limitation of the instant claims to get the 
claimed formula (1-4) since they have been shown to be effective in a similar system 
and thus would have been expected to provide adequate results. There is no showing of 

unexpected results derived from said selection.
